The same amount of energy and 
enthusiasm is now being put Into attacking Itie fur industry and 
fur (arms in the nineties. Like England, with a lot of hard work, 
the Cur Industry can be crushed Operation Bile Hack actions in 
the US '91 through '94 starled to push Ihe decline of Ihe fur 
industry. Since late '95 as part II of Operation Bite Back there 
have been 43* Itir farm liberations releasing thousands ol 
animals back lo their native habilal In the US alone, not to 
mention countless raids overseas from Austria to Finland and

AH farmed fur animal species; (ox. mink, wolf, bobcat, 
lynx, racoon & coyote (excepl chinchilla) can be released into 
the wild and survive. Mink can travel five to ten miles a day 
while fox can travel Iwelve. They disperse quickly so there is 
no need to Tear a huge ecological imbalance as a result of a 
massive release of lur farm animals.

SKEDS 

Most, but not all. fur farms can be easily spoiled from country 
roads. Mink farms consist of long sheds and can be several 
different configurations the most common being a single row 
(2 rows of cages) or double row {4 rows of cages) shed. Mink 
farms will vary from 2 or 3 long sheds all the way to some of 
the most disgusting 90* sheds in Utah and Wisconsin They 
ate almosl always orientated North-South for proper fighting. 
Some fox and lynx rarms use long sheds or |usl rows of 
outdoor cages. They wilt vary in size from one dozen sheds lo 
several hundred. 

CAGES 

Mink cages will vary In sizes but be appro*.. 14" wide, 18" lall 
and 36" deep They will vary In conslmclion from area to area

a little but farmers generally use the same designs within the 
area Farms usually have one mmk lo a cage, although you 
will quite often (ind farms thai have 2 or 3 or more to a cage. 
All cages will be open to the outside air. 

Ciijus am u m, illy hitched -.villi a single wiitj calch 
Some fanners have been known lo actually wire Iheir cages 
closed with a thick piece of wire (usually their breeders) so the 
cages can't he opened without a good pair ol pliers or wire 
cullers. 

Some cages will also have nest boxes at the back or on 
the side. A lot ol cage designs have nest boxes thai ate re- 
movable making it very easy to just pull the nest box up and 
oul ol the cage Removing it and placing it on the ground is all 
It takes to lei a mink out ol his or her cage. 

Ideally, mmk and (ox can be picked up out of iheir cages, 
carried to and dropped on Ihe other side of the guard fence! 
Mink will try (o bile, so extra-heavy gloves are a 
necessity, mink will have lo be picked up (irmly by Ihe scruff ol 
the neck or by the tail 

They can also be placed in carry cages or heavy 
canvas type bags (only one per bag as mink are very likely lo 
start lighting if piled on top ol each olher), and Ihen released 
as far away as possible. 

Lynx cages ate usually made ol your typical chain link 
security lence and may look more like small pens than cages. 

GUARD FENCES 

Another quicker, although not as reliable method lor all 
species, is lo cut several (as many as possible) holes tn any

retaining fences around the compound and then open all the 
cages so thai the animals can find their own way out Plenty of 
escape routes should be provided None should lead Ihe 
animals toward a busy road Farms with solid guard fences 
usually have gales thai can be opened allowing huge 'holes* 
lor mmk to escape through. 

ALTERNATIVE LVETHOOS 

Fur larifis can stilt be hit even il a live liberation is not possible 
al that lime From October through December, the petting slock 
(those about to be killed) will be close to the same size as the 
breeding stock (those kept to produce more animals). 

K all ol the animals are released irilo the compound liven 
Ihe fur farmer won't know which are ihe breeders and which 
are Ihe pollers (If passible deslroy the breeding information 
cards which are usually on Ihe front of each cage ) The farmer 
wilt have to pell them all out and spend lens ol thousands ol 
dollars on new breeding slock Ttiis is so annoying and costly 
that sometimes they just give up for good. 

You must make sure as many cages are opened as 
possible, as it may be hard lor you lo delerrnine which cages 
contain breeders and which don't. If a couple sheds are left 
untouched, then you might miss the breeding stuck complelely 
and the putpose ul the action will not be achieved. 

AFTER PELTING 

We have found a fairly big variance in pel ling Urne periods. So, 
as always, scout out the farm you'ie looking at as much as 
possibJe to determine the best lime lo nil n Watch lor extra 
security measures around pelling season All pelling will be 
done by late December Then, all the farms will have is Iheir 
breading stock left. If Ihe weather and other conditions are 
correct, then breeding slock can be released lo Ihe wild. 

Also, after pelting season is Ihe lime when Ihey usually 
let up their guard. If al all possible pelllng/skinning/feed sheds 
can be burned to the giound or have extensive damage done 
to them using other methods paintyacid/elc Pelling machines, 
equipment and feeding tractors can also be damaged. 

DYES 

Activists in Finland and Sweden have recently begun using 
Henna based dyes in squeeze bottles at several lur farms 
The non-toxic dyes can be sprayed on Ihe animals' backs lo 
ruin the economic value ol Iheir pelt All types ol fur animals 
(lox, mink, rabbit, chinchilla, lynx, etc.) can be dyed as lung 
Ihey do not have dank lur This has put larms oul of business in 
Ihe past But. as with the last described taclic. the animals will 
still be killed Hie farmer just won't be making any money from 
them.

An important one is that they have a hard lime 
tolerating extreme temperatures above 80 degrees F. If 
you should liberate chinchillas, please make sure lhat 
the person providing their new home has been educated 
about their special needs.

If you ar e going lo *end a communique tl would be a good idea lo send 
it to as many groups as possibta so at least one wilt get Itiere. 

For Ihose of you lhat are Inleresled In doing some post-raid media 
wort, remember to be extra careful. If you screw up you could gat caught. 
Follow all basic security precautions when malting anylhing. Video fool age 
anoVor photos of fur farm raids are more likely to get media coverage

Fur Commission USA lias bean 
holding farm security seminars wilh 
security experts for lur farmers across the 
country For farm security seminars have 
been held at every major lur farm-related 
fond ton in the last year. 

A lot of fur farmers across North 
America are stepping up their security 
afler all the recent attacks Security 
recommend a lions have included; Caller 
10 on telephones (a great reason lo use 
a pay phone) and having cameras on 
hand lo take photos of strange visitors 
Other ranchers are recommend- 
ing soch measures as electrified fences 
that not only prevent wild animal entries 
Dot also signal fence tampering. Electric 
fences are fairly expensive and il"s not 
very likely that you will run into them 
Watch lor any attached wires or 
Insulators on fences. 

It has been reported thai farmers 
in some areas where there have been 
numerous raids (Ulah especially) have 
been sleeping, armed, in their vehicles 
at night awaiting a possible Al F raid. 
Especially near pelting season. In

The Oregon grand Jury, lo our knowl- 
edge, has so far subpoenaed only one 
person. Craig Rosebraugh of the Liberation 
Collective in Portland, On Dec. 12. Craig was 
Issued l wo subpoenas lo testily before the 
grand Jury regarding the recenl actions of the 
A.L.F and Ihe E.L F In Ihe Northwest. One 
of the subpoenas nas lor personal materials/ 
objects/documents as well as for Craig to 
testily. The other subpoenB was lor 
malenals/objecls/documenis ol Libera I ion 
Collective relating lo three specihc incidents 
1) The release ol 10.000 mink Irom a Ml 
Angel. OR mink larm 2) The burning ol the 
Cavel West Horse slaugtileiriouse In 
Redmond. OR and 3) The burning of a BLM 
Horse Corral and horse release in Oregon 
The dale he was Id appear was Dec 
17lh On irils date a demonstration was held 
al Ihe new Federal Courthouse in Portland 
Some 20 activists turned oul and were 
welcomed by close to 50 local and lederal 



Ausliia and Finland activists have been 
shot by lur farmers, all survived, thank- 
fully It's a war oul there - be careful. 

A lot of farms are taking some 
simple precautions such as putting op 
extra guard fences and wiring cages shut 
wilh heavy wire Both of these can be 
bypassed wilh some hard work and a few 
good quality tools. 

Fences can have holes from 8 
inches tali to a couple feet wide cut out 
of them, or can and have bean taken 
down completely. A lot ot farmers are 
putting up fences with tin guards for the 
top r-2'. more to keep mink Irom 
climbing over fences than lor keeping oul 
raiders. Although they can make a lot ot 
noise. Also most (arms that have solid 
fences of some kind have al least one 
gale (some several) in ihem that can be 
opened wide lor mink to escape through. 
Some larms are hiring security 
guards to do patrols several times a night, 
especially lor the months leading up to 
pelting season. We have heard that some 
of the largest larms have 24 hour 
security guards during the pelting 



season Theie's not all that much thai can 
be done for 24 In security guards 
(usually, but where there's a will there's 
a wayl). 

The bigger the farm, the more 
likely it is to have some lype of security 
system and or security guard (although 
there is always exceptions to ihe rule). 
Proper scouting ol farms should tell you 
exactly what you have lo expect. 

II is also imperative that, during 
scouting missions, you leave absolutely 
no trace that you were there. Anything 
from a clipped fence, unlocked gale, 
opened cage, missing breeding card, 
footprints, etc could aleit Ihe farmers 
Iheieby jeopardizing the entire rescue 
operation and pulling all members that 
much closer lo being caughl. 

Activists should always be extra 
careful about traceable footprints Extra 
large socks over itie tops of shoes will 
make tell-tale tracks unnoliceable or. 
belter and saler yel, buy a pair of cheap 
canvas shoes and dispose ol them after 
every raid 

Any vehicles used should be 
cleaned and vacuumed as soon as 
possible after an action Do a thorough 
cleaning job and il necessary (i e muddy 
conditions, dirt access roads, etc.) you 
may even want lo gel new tires Use good 
judgement and common sense The 
expense of getting new dollies, tires, etc 
is cheapei than legal lees that may 
otherwise occur from preventable errors. 
It's butler to be safe than sorry.

The Tur farm Industry has lo be fill from all angles In order lo 
bring II down, ll's going lo need both Ihe above ground and Ihe 
underground adlons. On Ihe illegal side we need to bll all parts of Ihe 
induslry. from fur farms and retail fur stores all the way lo the feed 
and supply Industries. They all need to be hit hard In order to be 
devastated 

Trucks belonging lo any fur related 
business me very easy targets to' at! type of 
damage and are usually worth lens ol thousands 
of dollars The bigger and more the trucks the 
merrier. Probably the most thorough and devas- 
tallnq tactic for use on trucks Is the use of lire. 

The processing room and the feed 
storage barns can be hit as well. Maleeky Mink 
Ranch In Yamhill, OR was put out of business 
when Ihe A.L F. burned down their processing bam 
(12/21/91) during Part 1 of Operation Bite Back 
Arson should only be used when It can be 
guaranteed lhat Ihe fire wH not spread to the sheds 
Ihe animals are In. 

Fur farmers have specialised tractors thai 
dispense feed on top ol the cages. These 
vehicles can be damaged In a number ol ways II 
fire can nol be used, then [here are numerous 
other options. One easy one Is lo buy a bottle ol 
muriatic acid at the hardware store. This costs about three dollars lor 
arm or two gallons Simply pour II aft over the engine and leave. It win 
eat through all solt plastic wires etc. causing a lair amount ol 
damage. Wires can be cut or pulled out, sugar or metal filings can be 
added lo the gas land and oil. lires can be slashed, etc Olher items 
round on most fur farms lhat can be damaged include; fend grinders 
and freezers, palters and skinning machines 

Urine Collection 

It has been brought lo our attention lhat a lair amount ol fox farms 
(possibly also some mink (arms) collect the urine with buckets 
underneath cages. They then sell the urine lo hunters and 
companies that manufacture bottled scents for hunters to use in the 
field. Simply dumping the conlenls ol buckets tinder cages and any 
larger slorage containers win cost them a pretty penny. 



Acid 

Acids are beginning to be used more widely In different types of 
actions. Unfortunately most must be bought from a chemical 
supply house Some places will ask for ID, so be prepared.

be rippad out. 

Muriatic acid * A tow powered add thai can be bought at any hard- 
ware store. It will slowly eat through soft materials like papers, etc. 

Hydro-ftourlc acid - Also known as etching fluid. It can be diluted 
Somewhat wilh waler also Will etch tellers etc. into almost any glass 
surface affei being left on tor more than a couple hours It can be 
bought al craft shops hut is fairly expensive, it is cheaper to purchase 
larger quantities from a chemical supply house. 

Sulphuric acid ■ A strong add lhat will eat Ihrough paper, plastic, 
wires, etc Battery acid is diluted sulphuric acid and stronger strength 
acid can be bought from a chemical supply house.
